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Gov. James M. Cox Served His Nation 
With Energy, Vision, Devotion to Ideals 


In ‘literally the last days of his life 
there ran beneath the graying hair of 
Gov. James M. Cox, as there had beneath 
the touseled hair of the young man with 
printer's ink in his blood, a passion for 
knowledge, for country and for life. 

Here was a man who could, and did, 
look at life as a philosopher, awed by its 
mystery, majesty, its nobility and degra- 
dation, its beauty and ugliness. Yet he 
was never the withdrawn man. He went 
forth and grappled with life like a wres- 
tler, being never afraid or lacking in 
confidence. 

He loved books. The written word had 
for him a great attraction. He liked writ- 
ers. He was a great inspiration to editors 
because he read them, Just a few weeks 
before his last illness, at the dedication 
of the new plant for his newspapers in 
Dayton, Ohio, he stopped in the dedica- 
tory procession to lean over and take by 
the lapels the somewhat startled young 


editor of the Springfield Sun. “Boy,” he 
said, “don’t you ever stop writing. You 
hear me. Don’t ever stop writing.” With 


admonition he resumed his place and 
moved on, 

He read books. He liked writers. But 
again, he did not live with books. He was 
a speaker of words and a writer of them." 
He was a mover and a shaper of men and 
events. As a young editor he did not re- 
treat or appease. When his property was 
just becoming established he risked it all 
in an all-out fight on strong, vested in- 
He early had learned to hold

terests, for hypocrisy and untruth, for 
political demagoguery and self-serving. 
The old-timers in Ohio still speak of 


him, with affection, as “Fighting Jimmy.”

In his relations to his times, it may be 
said of James M. Cox that he was a part 
of them and that he channeled them. He 
was perhaps the last of the publishers in 
the great tradition. He said of a mewspaper 
that first of all it must have a balanced 
ledger and must keep it that way so that it 
could have a strong voice. Without a 
balanced ledger it could not speak. Others 
could tell it what to say. 

He had one “policy” for all his papers 


“Ask yourself one question,” he said. 
“Is it right?” 
“Then do what you believe best for 


your town, your state and your country.” 

This was all. 

He was always the straight thinker. 

As a congressman and as three-ti: 
governor of Ohio, he was a public servant 
whose reputation was never tarred nor tar- 
nished. But that was not all. The Miam! 

alley was cursed_with floods which took 
lives and destroyed property. Well be- 
fore the conservation idea of TVA, Gov. 
James M. Cox ended floods with a mag- 
nificent conservation development which 
riched the valley’s industrial potential! 
mons the lives of its people. He had been a 
farm boy. He produced agricultural re- 
forms and good roads. 

He had been a teacher. He was of great 
aid to education. He was a humanitarian. 
Therefore, he was not afraid to fight for 
legitimate labor reforms and legislation.

-It fol- 
lows publication by The Constitution yes- 
terday of a disturbing report showing 
that from 20 to 40 “anesthetic related 
deaths” occurred in the hospital in 1955. 
The medical school is responsible for the

According to our information, the 
survey was completed and a report on 
its conclusions was given the medical 
school in May, 1956. Made by Dr. Robert 
Hingson of Western Reserve University, 
the study and the report were not made 
public and the announcement yesterday 
is the first acknowledgement that any- 
thing was found wrong.

Having re- 
fused proven personal administrative in- 
tegrity, the nation was rewarded with all 
the vast corruption, looting and scandals 
of the Harding gang. Having refused the 
League of Nations, the nation moved on 
inexorably toward war and tragedy.

James M. Cox revealed how his era 
had shaped him. He moved on to great- 
ness and influence for good in the news- 
paper world. He became as much a South- 
ern publisher as a Northern one. His 
newspaper in Miami, Fla., won a Pulitzer 
Prize for exposing the Capone influences. 
He was 70 and still planting acorns on 
his farm for generations ahead to enjoy 
as trees when he bought The Atlanta Jour- 
nal. He was 80 when he purchased control 
of The Atlanta Constitution. He loved 
Atlanta and the South. The city and its 
great potential were among his favorite 
subjects. No Chamber of Commerce 
dreamer saw a more developing future. 

He poured much of his wealth into At- 
lanta and the South. He never took a 
nickel in salary from the Atlanta prop- 
erties. The profits were poured back into 
the community. He spent much time here. 
He liked the beauty of the city and never 
wearied of driving through and admiring 
it. Now and then shabby, ignorant little 
men, pursuing some _ shabby political 
scheme, would yap at him, feist-like, hop- 
ing to profit thereby. He would never 
permit dignifying them with reply. He 
gave no instructions on policy. He dictated 
no editorials..All his papers knew the one 
rule—decide what is right. Do what is 
best for the town, the state and the coun- 
try. No man had more pride or faith in 
the South’s promised future than he. 

He was aconservative progressive. He 
knew that man and his world have never 
stood still. He himself had ridden ox 
carts as a boy. He was a friend of the 
Wright brothers and was privy to their 
plans for building and flying the first 
airplane, as he was friend to some who 
split the atom. 

He was a big man. Therefore, he had 
time for little things.

Calhoun Citizen Cites 
State’s Election Law 


Calhoun — Columnist Willidm 
Bates, in his column “Political 
Notebook,” on July 3 made the 
following statement: 

“The Republican Party would 
not have to go through the cum- 
bersome petition procedure if it 
would conduct a primary to select 
its candidates."’ 

This statement is grossly untrue. 
Such is not the law of Georgia. 
According to present Georgia law, 
if a party has not had a candidate 
for a state or national office in 
the last general election or if that 
party's candidate for such office 
did not receive as many as 5 per 
cent of the total vote in the last 


general election, then the petition 
procedure must be followed. 

This also applies to ‘‘poor old 
Joe Doakes,’’ who wants to “buck 
the machine politicians’ and do 
something for the good of the 
people instead of for the good of 
the “machine.” In other words, 
the poor old true American is just 
left out. 

The 5 per cent law was enacted 
for one purpose: To keep compe- 
tition down in politics. If you would 
run for state or national office 
in the so-called ‘‘democratic pri- 
mary,” the dictators said, ‘we 
will make it impossible for you 
to run in the general election.’’ 

And that is the way it has 
worked out. Our national Repub- 
lican Chairman Meade Alcorn has 
termed this law a ‘‘stone-age’’ law 
—this ig true, but it can also be 
termed a totalitarian or fascist 
law. One man or woman has just 
as much right to have his or her 
name on the ballot as another, and 
this ig so as long as that person 
stands for the principles of Ameri- 
canism. “Totalitarianism” is not 
“Americanism.” When will our 
General Assembly return to the 
principles of Americanism and 
abolish this ‘‘un-American’’ 5 per 
cent law?

for the most it is at least 50 per 
cent of their cash any time of the 
year and having it in hand, even 
briefly, is a happy, heartening 
occasion. 

This year’s tobacco crop will be 
smaller than in any recent years— 
due to a 20 per cent allotment cut 
by the Department of Agriculture 
and excessive rainfall in March. 
The quality of the leaf remains 
the same, most farmers agree, 
and for that reason they're hoping 
the price will be up from the aver- 
age of $43 to $45 a hundred pounds 
of last year. | 

The hue and cry over lung can- 
cer has brought about certain 
changes in the growing of tobacco. 

Larry T. Torrance, the county 
agent at Douglas, explained it: 

“For years buyers on the Geor- 
gia market: have been mostly in- 
terested in a light, mild tobacco,”

Home Economics Loses to Science 
To Top Interests of Educator 


By AGNES GAINES 


The outlook for women in the 
field of science, once regarded 
as strictly a man’s profession, 
is becoming better and better, 
according to Dr. Malvina Trus- 
sell, professor of scienee edu- 
cation at Florida State Univer- 
sity. 

On a recent visit to Atlanta to 
take part in the science educa- 
tion workshop being held at 
Emory University, the native 
Georgian qualified this state- 
ment by saying that the field 
of science education was bet- 
ter suited for women. 

Dr. Trussell got her B.S. de- 
gree in home economics from 
GSCW, but her science courses 
fascinated her so much she lost 
all interest in home ec and 
went on to get her master’s and 
Ph.D. degrees from Cornell in 
biological science. 

“I was interested in physics 
when I first started,”’ she said, 
but I knew I’d never be able 
to go far in that, since I was 
a woman.”’ 

CONSULTANT 


Dr. Trussell acted as consult- 
ant for the group, which is 
trying to promote better science 
education in Georgia elemen- 
tary and high schools. 

“I'm trying to look at the pro- 
gram objectively to see if it 
would work in actual practice,” 
the friendly gray-haired woman 
said. 

She is well qualified for such 
a job, since she taught in Fulton 
County schools for several years 
and at Georgia Teachers College 
for 23 years. 

The workshop is planning a 
science curriculum for Georgia 
schools for kindergarten through 
the 12th grade. The program 
will be tried out next year in 25 
or 30 pilot schools throughout 
the state. 

The Emory group is working 
in connection with a similar one 
at Atlanta University, of which 
Ed Weaver is in charge. Both 
groups are sponsored by the 
State Board of Education and 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 


TOO HARD?

“The first thing we want to 
find out,”” he commented, “‘is 
why a child’s interest in science 
becomes deadened by the time 
he reaches high school.’’

Can Dieters 


Shrink 
Stomachs?

There is a popular controversy 
as to whether or not you can 
shrink your stomach by the prac- 
tice of eating smaller meals. As 
Voltaire once remarked when 
asked to discuss a subject, *“‘De- 


’ lighted, but define your terms.” 


The term “shrink’’ is mislead- 
ing. We should rather think in 
terms of expansion and contrac- 
tion. The stomach is a muscu- 
lar organ which is fairly elastic 
— it has to be. 


Compare the stomach to a 
balloon. When considerable food 
is consumed, the stomach is 
forced to expand. The continual 
practice of overeating tends to 
keep the stomach distended. 


ADVANTAGE 


One of the advantages of diet- 
ing is that on smaller meals the 
stomach contracts. According to 
Dr. Alfred George in his excel- 
lent book, “Your Weight and 
Your Life,’”’ the size of the stom- 
ach becomes adapted to the 
smaller meals and the feeling 
of fullness develops more rapid- 
ly. 

This comfortable feeling of 
having had enough to eat is be- 
lieved to be caused by the ten- 
sion exerted from within on the 
circular muscle fibers of the 
Stomach. It is then that nature 
gives the satiety signal, but 
when this signal is repeatedly 
ignored, overeating becomes a 
habit. Through long training you 
then require more food before 
you feel satisfied. 

Studies with people who have 
been on starvation diets show 
that food capacity does ‘‘shrink.”’ 
DRAMATIC CHANGE 


Successful dieters report a 
dramatic change in their food 
capacity. They all describe the 
empty feeling experienced at 
the start of a diet. But after a 
few days or a few weeks, these 
Same dieters begin to feel quite 
content with their smaller 
meals. Later on they wonder 
how they were ever able to eat 


the amount of food they former- 


ly enjoyed. 

Summed up: It’s a moot ques- 
tion as to whether or not there 
is a change in the size of the 
stomach, for on smaller meals 
the stomach most certainly con- 
tracts. The end result is you do 
not want so much to eat.

On July 17, 1871, the vision of a saint, “Our Lady 
of Hope,” is said to have appeared for four hours be- 
fore four small children at Pontmain, France, and told 


them to pray for peace. 

This was during the Franco- 
Prussian war. The next day the 
Prussians were halted, and 10 
days later an armistice was 
signed. 

A replica of the saint in the 
form of an exquisite bit of stat- 
uary graces one of the beauty 
spots in the garden of Mrs. Ne- 
dom Angier at 247 The Prado. 


PRAYER PLANTS 


Arising from a bed of prayer 
plants, “Our Lady of Hope” 
stands as a token of admiration 
for Mrs. Angier from a group 
of friends. It also forms an in- 
teresting conversation piece for 
the many friends of Mrs. An- 
gier. They like to drop by her 
garden during the cool of a sum- 
mer evening and wander along 
winding paths, view formal and 
informal beds, and walk beneath 
rows.of trellises laden with fra- 
grant roses, 


They also learn something 
about ‘‘Our Lady of Hope.’’ The 
devotion to the saint dates from 
the Middle Ages. The first shrine 
to her was erected at Naziers 
in Northern France in 930 A.D. 

A revival of the devotion to 
her began in 1848. However, it 
did not become widespread un- 
til the Franco-Prussian War, 
when she is said to have ap- 
peared before the children.

—A Baseball Plum Triple A Wants To Pluck 


Atlanta is a plum in the sour pudding of minor league base- 
ball. Nothing excites baseball men like the whirl of turnstiles, and 
the Crackers are usually in the top 10 in the minor league at- 
tendance parade. 

I believe that Atlanta would support a major league franchise, 
provided the city and county fathers provided the stadium the 
city deserves. From letters received from fans who share the 
same idea, I’m convinced the people would like to build a modern 
stadium, not only for baseball, but for a pro football franchise. 
Under existing financial conditions, it’s impossible for an indi- 
vidual to finance a stadium. Other cities such as Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and Jacksonville have built stadiums. 

Of course, there is no possibility of landing a major league 
club without a new stadium. But Atlanta will receive a bid 
into Triple A society anytime Mann lets it be known that 
he’s in the market. And, judging from the way he talked 
Tuesday, I'd say he’ll be in the market this winter. 

The current wave of speculation, in my opinion, was set off by 
a member of the parent Milwaukee Braves. The Braves have 
planted a terrific minor league club in Wichita this year, but the 
customers are staying away in droves. Though it may be denied 
at present, the Braves won’t operate a club in Wichita next year. 

The International League, of course, would be more attractive 
to Atlanta than the American Assn., so a franchise trade might 
be worked to enable the Braves to operate a Triple A club in 
Atlanta.

“First, the 
territory has to be drafted by one of the leagues, 
and they would have to make a settlement with 
the Southern. 

“Then a Triple A team would increase ex- 
penses by at least $75,000 a year. That means an 
increase of about 25 cents on admissions, but 
I'm sure the fans would understand that. 

‘‘We would have to have more help from the 
civic organizations if we are to go Triple A. 

“In the future, I believe Atlanta will be in 
the major leagues. And if the city is interested 
in going major league, it should start thinking 
about a ball park which would seat 30,000, and 
be increased to 50,000 if needed, with ample 
parking space.
